Founder's  Day 


Founder  of  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  in  1897,  Mrs.  Lydia  Moss  Bradley 
was  honored  at  the  annual  October  convocation.  This  year,  the  Founder's 
Day  convocation  fell  in  the  middle  of  the  Homecoming  weekend,  on  Oc- 
tobci  19.  Students  already  feeling  the  effects  of  the  hectic  hHomecoming 
paused  their  last-minute  efforts  to  attend  the  convocation  held  in  the 
fieldhouse.  Faculty  members,  wearing  the  caps  and  gowns  of  their  re- 
spective Alma  Maters,  marched  in  the  faculty  procession.  Highlights  of 
this  55th  convocation  were  Harold  Lynch's  recollections  of  Bradley  days 
around  the  turn  of  the  century,  and  the  unveiling  of  a  portrait  of  Dr. 
Charles  Wyckoff,  dean  emeritus. 


New  Men's  Dormifory 


Bradley's  new  men's  dorm  was  officially  dedicated  on  October  19,  fol- 
lowing the  annual  Founder's  Day  convocation.  Erected  in  little  more  than 
a  year,  the  dormitory  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $800,000.  The  four  story 
building  is  the  third  large  addition  to  Bradley's  campus  in  as  many  years. 
Composed  almost  entirely  of  concrete  and  metal,  the  dorm  has  156 
rooms  which  house  400  occupants.  In  addition,  there  is  a  snack  bar  in  the 
basement.  Known  as  the  Braves'  hHuddle,  it  not  only  Is  convenient  for  the 
men  in  the  dorm,  but  is  a  meeting  place  for  students  between  classes.

The  four  won  and  five  losf  record  of  fhe 
Bradley  University  foofball  team  of  195  1 
is  far  from  indicative  of  the  overall  team 
ability.  A  few  hard  losses  at  the  hands  of 
highly-touted  opponents  could  easily  have  Bernard 
been  turned  into  Brave  victories  and  a  far 
more  impressive  record. 

Coach  Bus  Mertes,  in  his  first  competition  as  head 
football  mentor  at  Bradley,  had  much  power  to  dis- 
play against  Tampa  in  the  first  game  of  the  '5  I  sea- 
son. The  nationally-rated  Tampa  squad  was  easy 
picking  for  the  Braves  as  the  Mertesmen  came 
through  to  a  resounding  32  to  6  win. 
The  Drake  Bulldogs  with  their  ail-American,  Johnny 
Bright,  were  next  on  the  Braves'  list.  In  a  real  heart- 
breaker  that  could  have  gone  either  way,  the  Bull- 
dogs squeaked  through  to  victory  by  a  20-14  score 


as  Bright  broke  Charley  Trippi's  collegiate 
ground-gaining  record. 
The  Bradley  gridders  ran  into  more  tough 
Missouri  Valley  competition  as  they  faced 
Mer+es       Wichita  and  Were  beaten,  15-6.  Wayne, 
New  Mexico  A&M,  and  Brandels  were  ail 
over-powered  by  the  Improving  Braves  as 
the  Hilltoppers  amassed  I  15  points  in  the  three 
games. 

A  Detroit  team  which  had  given  Notre  Dame  a 
rough  tussle,  barely  edged  Bradley  by  a  7-6  score 
as  the  Braves  scrapped  to  the  end.

Coach  Forrest  "Forddy"  Anderson  showed 
his  brilliance  and  basketball  know-how  as 
he  led  his  young  '5  l-'52  Bradley  team  to  a 
very    respectable    17    and    12  record 
against  sonne  of  the  toughest  collegiate 
connpetition  in  the  nation. 
The  Braves,  starting  five  men  who  had 
never  started  before,  two  of  whom  had  never  seen 
varsity  action,  were  nosed  out  in  the  season  opener 
with  Vanderbilt,  55  to  5  I. 

However,  a  much  favored  Minnesota  quintet 
bowed  to  Bradley  on  the  Gopher  floor  to  a  tune  of 
58  to  54. 

Still  on  the  road,  the  Braves  faced  a  very  good  Duke 
team  and  really  took  It  on  the  chin  by  a  score  of 
87  to  69. 

Returning     home,     the     hlllltoppers  thoroughly 
smashed  the  Sodaks  from  South  Dakota,  72  to  35. 
It  seemed  as  though  the  Braves  were  going  to  keep 
to  the  one  lost,  one  won  routine  until  they  were 
beaten  In  two  games  In  a  row.  One  of  these  losses

came  at  the  hands  of  the  sharpshootlng 
St.  Bonaventure,  and  the  other  sow  that 
Big  Ten  rival,  Purdue,  subdue  the  Braves 
60  to  54  In  a  thriller  that  the  Boilermakers 
pulled  out  of  the  fire  in  the  last  minutes  of 
play. 

The  Braves  then  went  on  to  win  ten  of  the 
next  12  contests.  Among  these  wins  was  the  spec- 
tacular, double-overtime,  57  to  56  win  over  the  Mis- 
souri Valley  champion,  St.  Louis,  on  the  Bills'  floor. 
On  the  road  again,  Bradley  lost  two  to  Oregon 
State  and  beat  Wichita,  67  to  48. 
When  they  returned  home,  the  Braves  lost  two 
heartbreakers — one  against  Drake,  57  to  56,  and 
the  other  against  Oklahoma  A&M,  61  to  59.  Then 
came  the  second  St.  Louis  game  when  the  Bradley 
men  came  from  a  13  point  deficit  to  defeat  the 
Bills  for  the  second  time  In  the  season,  6  I  to  60. 
The  Braves  wound  up  the  season  strongly  by  beat- 
ing hJouston  54  to  50  and  trouncing  Detroit  7  I  to 
63.

The  1951  Bradley  baseball  team  under 
Coach  Leo  Schrall  compiled  a  terrific  sea- 
son's record  of  17  victories  against  only 
five  defeats. 

On  their  annual  southern  trip,  the  Braves 
ran  up  a  seven-game  winning  streak  by 
trouncing  Mississippi  and  Pensacola  twice 
each,  and  Loyola  University,  Cory  Field,  and  Whit- 
ing Field  once.  It  was  on  the  return  home  that  the 
Bradley  nine  ran  into  its  first  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
a  strong  Wisconsin  team,  7  to  4.   This  beating 
seemed  to  spur  the  Braves  on  as  they  broke  into  an- 
other seven-game  winning  streak,  downing  such 
Missouri  Valley  Conference  foes  as  Drake,  St.  Louis, 
and  Detroit.  Arkansas  also  felt  the  power  of  the 
Brave  attack  as  it  dropped  two  to  the  Bradley  team, 
hlouston  then  came  to  Peoria  and  took  a  two-game 
series  from  our  Braves,  thus  insuring  their  Missouri 
Valley  crown. 


To  finish  up  the  season,  Bradley  dropped 
another  contest  to  Wisconsin,  but  beat 
Camp  Breckinridge  in  three  of  four  starts. 
The  Breckinridge  squad  was  composed  of 


eight  former  professional  baseball  players. 
Leo  Schrall,  Coach  [_ed  by  their  Captain,  Bill  Tuttle,  who  hit  at 
a  .408  clip,  the  Braves'  team  batting  aver- 
age was  .294.  This  furnished  comfortable  power  for 
the  four  Bradley  pitchers,  Dick  Metzger,  Dale  hlat- 
field,  Zack  Monroe,  and  Don  Alford.  Metzger  and 
hiatfield  were  both  undefeated  in  their  efforts, 
Metzger  winning  four  and  hHatfield  two.  Monroe's 
record  was  five  wins  against  two  losses,  and  Alford 
compiled  six  victories  along  with  three  defeats. 
First-baseman  Gerry  Jacobs  led  the  team  in  runs 
batted  in  with  23,  and  was  followed  closely  by  Cap- 
tain Tuttle  who  knocked  in  2  I  runs.

The  delegate  from  Pi  Beta  Phi  is  Susie  Verner;  from  Chi 
Omega,  Cindy  Spalding;  from  Gamma  Phi  Beta,  Pat 
Chant;  from  Sigma  Kappa,  Martha  Samuelson;  from  Delta 
Chi  Delta,  Mary  Malone.  Two  new  sororities.  Delta  Chi 
Delta  and  Beta  Phi  Beta,  were  added  to  the  Council  this 
year.  The  purpose  of  the  Panhellenic  Council  is  to  act  as  a 
governing  body  for  the  sororities.
